She left New York yesterday.

In December she arrived with her mother at 
Halifax, N. 8. where she was refused the 
right to land on the ground that she was an 
imbecile. 


Taken to Ellis Island.

In the meantime the father of the girl, Itzix 
‘Lipsitz, who is 89 years old and who had 
‘preceded his wife and daughter to Americo 
by a few months, was frantic with fear. The 
United States government was refusing toad 
mit his daughter. 

His wife refused to land without Mariese. 
He had been able to stand the separacion 
from his two daughters in America. But 
the prospect of having the mother of his chil- 
dren and his daughter turned back to Rus- 
sia was more than he could bear. 

Then the miracle happened. The immi- 
gration inspectors had sujected Mariese to 
mind stimulating examinations almost ever, 
day. The doctors who studied her also 
wrought her to a pitch of nervous excite-

And Then She Spoke. 

The immigration officers had reported that 
she fought them and spat at them. 

Several days ago the terrified girl was

POLL LIST NAMES 
IN FRAUD SCRUTINY 


Only About Fourth of 4,826 
Respond to Suspect Notices. 
of the Election Board. 


INQUIRY WILL 60 DEEPER 


Nearly 1,700 Fictitious Persons 
Found Registered in the 
Eighteenth Ward 


MORE SENSATIONS ARE PROMISED 


As a result of three days’ investigation of 
suspected fraudulent registration by the 
board of election commissioners 3,605 names 
were stricken from the lists last night. That 
number of suspected persons on the precinct 
registers failed to put in an appéarance. 

In all 4,826 notices were sent out. Only 
1.271 answered the summons to prove their 
qualifications as voters. All except fifty of 
those Who appeared succeeded in qualifying. 

In addition to the 3,605 stricken off it was 
asserted by Commissioner Anthony Czar- 
necki that twelve investigators of the office. 
working under Chief Fraud Investigator 
James J. Gubbins, had been unable to find 
approximately 1,700 registered persons in six 
precincts of the Eighteenth ward, practically 
all booked from lodging houses. 


Not Known at Addresses Given. 

Many of those registered were found to 
have moved to other cities, while an even 
greater number were not known at the places 
they were supposed to live. 

The investigators searched for these 1,700 
men at all hours of the day and night with- 
out result,” said Mr. Czarnecki, who said 
he would ask County Judge John E. Owens

made by operatives of a private detective 
agency, and these also will be f 
the attention of Judge Owens.

Suspected Thousands Ignored. 

An attempt will be made, it Is said, to learn 
why suspected thousands on the lists were 
not included in the suspect notices sent out, 
while many men known to be qualified voters, 
including employés of the city hall, were 
„tagged by the mailing force. 

A clash of officials in the election board is 
expected today when Charles H. Mitchell, 
attorney for the board, files with Judge 
Owens a petition attacking the investigation 
of the registration. 

Mr. Mitchell seid yesterday afternon he 
would ask the court to call before him all 
those responsible for the mailing of suspect 
notices and will demand the punishment of 
those who are unable to give good reasons 
for questioning the franchise right of any 


citizen. 
Lively Clash Expected. 


At least one member of the election board, 
it was learned\ will resent Attorney Mitchell's 
interference with the investigation now in 
progress and probably wilt assail the request 
for the court inquiry requested as an unwar- 
ranted attempt to discredit the search for 
fraudulent voters. 

Mr. Mitchel) wild charge, according to ad- 
vance copies of his petition, made public by 
him, it has come to his knowledge that in 
divers cases clerks of election, members of 
political organizations and other persone 
have wantonly, fraudulently and oppressively 
sent and caused to be sent to legal and reg-

Standard Company Shares Are 
Cornered and Many Open 
Air Brokers May Go 
to the Wall. 


JUMP $550 IN TWO DAYS. 


Stock of Subsidiaries Also Re- 
sponds on Report Big Divi- 
dends Will Be De- 
clared Shortly. 


New York, March 28—[Special.]—A corner 


in the shares of the Standard O11 Company of 
Kentucky occurred on the Broad street curb 
market today and result greater excite- 
mént among the open air brokers than had 
been witnessed in many months. 

From $550 a share the stock roge with rapid- 
ity in the noon hour to $1,000, and a number 
of traders who had been short of the mar- 
ket were forced to close out their commit- 
ments at losses ranging from 200 to 300 points 
on each share. 

It is possible that a few of the brokers whose 
capital had not previously been overabundant 
will be forced to the wall when the time 
comes for settlement. 

Many of these brokers had received warn- 
ing previously that the operations might lead 

to disaster, but heedless of advice, they en- 
larged their dealing in this and other sub- 
sidiary issues of the former oil trust. 


Other Oil Stocks Respond. 

All of these others advanced sharply with 
the Standard of Kentucky, South Pennsyl- 
vania stock going up 125 points and others 
improving to the extent of fifteen to thirty 
points. 

Traders who had sold these shares to cus- 
tomers recently, hoping) to’ buy the different 
issues at lower prices than currently quoted 
at the time of each of the sales, found them- 
selves unable to obtain the shares for delivery 
except at the higher figures, and there Wasa 
general scramble during the noon hour to 
buy. Buying converged chiefly on Standard 
Oil of Kentucky. 

Two months ago this stock had sold at $150 
a share. On rumors of a big special dividend 
to stockholders it had risen until Monday it 
had attained the figure of $320 ashare. Tes- 
terday it was $450; this morning a level of 
$500 had been attained.

DEMANDS $100 SECURITY. 


Caught When Applicant for Job Gives 
Up Money. 


Totally blind and 85 yeare old, Judge 
F. J. Parker, said to be the oldest confidence 
man in the world, was arrested last night 
at the Jackson hotel, Halsted street and 
Jackson boulevard, on a charge of obtaining 
money by fraud. 

His scheme, the police say, was to adver- 
tise for a young man to accompany an in- 
valid to California. Those who answered the 
“ad” were requested to furnish $100 secur- 
ity that they would not desert the Invalid 
on reaching his destination. 

Joseph Willett, 739 North Clark street, gave 
the judge $50 on March 19, and was en- 
gaged as secretary. His duties were to read 
the papers and attend to correspondence, 
Willett became suspicious that the. in- 
valid had no intention of goimg to Callfar 
nia, and decided to get back his $50, if pos- 
sible. 

His chance came yesterday. Barrington 
Evans, 7351 Coles avenue, went to the Jack- 
son hotel with $100, which “ Judge Parker 
had told him the day before he would have 
to put up as a guarantee of good faith. 


Gets His Money Back. 

After the transfer of the money, Willett 
demanded the return of his $50 and got It. 
He then advised Evans to notify the police.

Another prisoner named Bliss learned 
that $20,000 of Yankee money was in the 
commissary. He got it and we escaped on a 
schooner that took us to Halifax. There we 
got aboard the Col. Lamb, a sailing vessel 
bound for Liverpool. 


Enjoys Life in London. 

“We went to London and exchanged the 
Yankee money for English bank notes. 

“There wasn't anything in Paris or Lon- 
don we didn't see. We were on the other 
side when Lee surrendered. I returned to 
this country and was arrested for the theft 
of the $20,000 The war was over and there 


was a disposition to free all prisoners, so 1

Sev- 
eral years before this time nearly 30,008 head 
of cattle, valued at about $800,000, were lost 
in one of the worst blizzards in the history of 
Texas. 

At the expiration of the lease the land com- 
pany made an allowance to the syndicate for | 
this misfortune.

Col. Chauncey Dewey. Illinois manager of 
the Roosevelt campaign committee, yester- 
day telegraphed Postmaster General Frank 
Hitchcock asking him to stop the “ perni- 
clous political activity of Illinois postmas- 
ters in Président Taft's behalf.

licans receiving mall at their offices,’ Col. 
Dewey complained. 


Roosevelt Sentiment Unaffected. 

Col. Dewey asserted unfair use of the post- 
office machinery in the president's interests 
could not turn the overwhelming Roosevelt 
sentiment in the state. 

„ We have just completed a poll!“ he sald. 
“of the 4,162 precinct committeemen of 
Illinois, and 3,000 of them have replied favor- 
ably to Roosevelt. In“ every instance these 
9.000 party officials have declared Roosevelt 
is stronger than Taft in their precincts. 

“When Col. Roosevelt was here on 
Wednesday I showed him the return postal 
cards received from the party workers. He 
expressed his pleasure at the result of the

Stricken Suddenly—Father Was a 


Count and Generalin Italian Army.

Prof: Enrico Alfieri, a member of the 
faculty of the Chicago Musical college, who 
once refused a title, died suddenly yester- 
day of heart disease in his robin in the 
Bucklen flats, Michigan boulevard and Pack 
place. 

For more than twenty years Prof. Alfieri 
had taught Italian in the college. At noon 
yesterday he had an attack of heart disease 
while in his studio, but revived sufficiently to 
go to his room. There he died while talking 
to a friend. 

Prof. Alfieri was born in Rome. His father 
was a count and a general in the Italian 
army. 

After the professor's brother was killed 
in one of the Italian campaigns; he was 
notified the estate and title awaited his re- 
turn to claim them. He accepted $5,000. 
gave the remainder to his sisters, who lived 
near Rome, and passed the title to his 
cousin. 

An ancestor, Vittorio Alfieri, was a famous 
dramatist. Enrico Alfieri wrote for Italian 
newspapers and was an authority on crim- 
mology. He was 50 years old and unmarried.

TAX WILL PREVENT USE. 


Manufacturers Must Apply Process of 
Diamond Patent. 


IBT A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. 1 

Washington, D. C., March 28. [Special. — 
The Esch match bill, designed to eradicate 
the loathsome disease of phosphorous ne- 
¢rosis, commonly called phossy jaw,’’ from 
American mateh factories, was passed by 
the house today. 

The vote, 103 to 30, was remarkable in 
that Minority Leader Mann was the only 
Republican who joined the opposition to the 
measure. 

The bill provides that an international rev- 
enue tax of 2 cents a hundred shall be levied 
upon all matches manufactured of white or 
yellow phospharus, the poisonous ingredient 
which produces the disease. . 


Must Use Patent Process. 

This tax is so high as to be prohibitory 
of the continued manufacture of poisonous 
matches. When the bill becomes a law. 
matches will be made by the sesquisulphid 
process which now is available to all wanu- 
ta eturers by reason of the Diamond Match 
company’s relinquishment of patent rights. 

The origina! bill, introduced by Representa. 
tive Esch of Wisconsin, provided a tax of 
1 per cent per hundred and a manufacturers’ 
license tax. That was sufficiently prohibitory, 
but in order to make the bill a Democrati¢ 
measure the house majority doubled the tax 
and eliminated the license fee. 


No Opposition by Makers. 

As there is no opposition to the legislation 
on the part of the match companies, it is ex- 
pected that the bill will pass the senate. 
President Taft favors It.
